/irst  lime  election  night.  If  the 
winners  are  not  elected  on  the 
first  count,  there  x'ill  be  a delay 
of  three  or  'our  days,  to  allow 
all  ballot  t>oxcs  to  be  sent  tn  to 
a central  returning  office  In  each 
riding. 

SECOND  COUNT 

Then  the  second  count  will 
begin.  Second  and  third  counts 
should  be  completed  and  die  win- 
ners declared  In  two  or  three 
day*. 

The  speed  up  in  by-electlon 
procedure  cornea  chiefly  from 
the  elimination  of  absentee  vot- 
ing. In  a general  election,  voters 
who  are  absent  from  home  may 
cast  their  ballots  anywhere  in 
the  province.  The  three-week 
waiting  period  ia  to  allow  all  ab- 
sentee ballots  to  he  forwarded 
to  the  voters*  tyime  ridings.  _ 

In  a by-electlon.  howt-vcf,  there 
la  no  provision  for  a voter  to  cast 
his  ballot  outside  hia  own  riding. 
Thus  the  three  • week  delay  is 
eliminated. 

The  hy -elect ion*  will  be  con- 
ducted under  the  alternative  vot- 
ing system,  which  was  used  for 
the  first  time  last  June.  Alterna- 
tive voting  sections  of  the  Elec- 
tion Act  cannot  be  changed  until 
the  legislature  meets  next  spring. 

DMAY  POSSIBLE 

Final  result*  of  the  by-electiona 
may  be  delayed  for  some  time  If 
the  voting  la  close  enough  to  war 
rant  recounts. 

After  the  last  election,  roun  ac 
lions  and  an  appeal  to  the  cabinet 
for  a recount  held  up  a final  re 
suit  for  12  weeks. 

In  one  action,  a Judge  ruled  that 
a recount  was  legally  impossible. 
Under  the  Election  Art,  counted 
bnllota  must  be  returned  to-  their 
original  'envelopes.  Hut  because 
allernatlve  ballot*  are  counted 
■*veral  time*,  returning  officers 
found  It  Impossible  to  comply 
with  this  provision. 

.NO  roucY  VET 

In  the  coming  by-elections,  the 
reluming  officer*  may  try  to 
<kvlxe  some  new  counting 
method.  Ballots  may  he  marked 
on  the  hark  to  correspond  With 
marking  on  the  envelopes.  Or 
each  group  of  ballots  may  he 
returned  to  the  envelope  ’a*  soon 
as  they  are  counted. 


In  the  June  election.  Ink- 
marked  ballots  were  accepted  as 
valid  in  sonrip  ridings  and  were 
rejected  in  others.  The  govern- 
ment is  expected  to  clear  up  the 
confusion  before  the  by-electlon 
date.

When  nomina- 
tions closed  a week  ago  another 
Bourque  whom  nobody  seemed  to 
know  wax  listed  as  a "straight  Liberal."

At  last  report  the  real 
Liberals  were  still  searching  for  him  to

Rather  than  allow  natural  influences  to 
govern  the  market,  however,  Mr.  Gardiner 
has  appealed  to  cattlemen  to  winter-feed 
their  beef  cattle.  He  is  gambling  on  the 
United  States  border  lieing  reopened  early 
next  year.  If  the  embargo  should  remain, 
however  (and-U.S.  cattle  interests  are  trying 
their  hardest  to  have  it  made  permanent),  it 
Ls  the  Canadian  taxpayers  who  will  have  to 
pick  up  the  I.O.U.'s,  because  Mr.  Gardiner 
has  promised  in  that  event  to  raise  the 
support  price  as  p bonus  for  winter  feeding. 

On  the  face  of  it,  the  minister’s  announce- 
ment of  a drop  in  the  support  price  looked 
like  a break  for  the  public;  but  by  now  con- 
sumers should  know  better  than  to  expect 
any  practical  solicitude  from  him.  When  Mr. 
Gardiner  plays  his  game  of  market  controls 
one  may  be  sure  that  it  is  for  the  sole  benefit 
of  the  agricultural  industry. 


FEDERAL  Agriculture  Minister  Gardiner 
apparently  is  just  as  determined  as  ever 
to  prevent  Canadian  consumers  obtaining 
any  benefit  from  seasonal  fluctuations  in 
beef  cattle  markets.  His  readjustment  this 
week  of  floor  price  guarantees  to  producers 
makes  that  perfectly  obvious.  The  purpose 
of  the  winter  reduction  in  the  floor  price  is 
not  to  bring  .down  the  price  to  the  public, 
but  rafher  to  make  sure  that  it  stays  up.  by 
encouraging  farmers  to  hold  back  their 
stock  until  the  spring  for  the  higher  price 
guaranteed  by  the  government  on  April  1. 

If  there  were  no  interference  by  the 
Dominion  government,  grass-fed  cattle  would 
bo  jiouring  into  the  stockyards  now.  with 
seasonal  advantage  to  consumers.  When 
Ihe  U.S.  embargo  on  Canadian  livestock 
was  imposed/  the  Dominion  government 
appealed  to  cattle  raisers  to  hold  stock  off 
the  market  in  an  attempt  to  bolster  prices 
by  creating  a false  shortage.  As  a result, 
according  to  the  B.C.  official  market  bul- 
letin’, stocks. of  cattle  on  farms  and  ranches
